On an average of 
sixteen men arc out at each practice, 
although at least twenty-five men arc 
intending to turn up at the High 
School Gymnasium on Mondays, Wed 
nesdays and Fridays' The men of last 
year's team eaper to get a place again 
are J. R. Delahay (Captain) F. Con- 
siglio, J. McEctchlc and S. B, McKyes.
